THE WASHINGTON CON ?

It is stated on high authority that the end ofthe Washington 
Conference is in sight. A plenary session will probably be- held 
at the end of the week when the Five Power Naval Treaty will 
be made known. Another plenary session next week for sub-- 
mission of the Nine-Power Treaty concerning ‘China would free 
delegates, and only ratification by the respectiys Parliaments would 
i be necessary to seal the Conference’s achievements, It is reported 
that the draft of the Naval Treaty inéladts an important provision 
under which, ig any of the signatories are threatened by war by 
outside Powers, five Powers will meet in consultation, thus extend. 
ing the consultation provision contained in the Pacific pact. . 
It is apparently now agreed to interpret the Pacific Tresty 
as excluding Japan's homeland, though including Australis and 
New Zealand, this interpretation probably being to facilitate rati- 
fication by the United States Senate, Meanwhile, resumed Shan- 
tung negotiations have become complicated. ° . 
The Shantung Question. ; 
It is reported that the-new Chinese Government has accepted 
a loan from Japan, in consideration of which the latter has aban- 
doned important points in its Shantung claim. Chinese delegates 
are believed to have been instructed to settle the problem on’a 
compromise basis, which the delegates hitherto persistently re- 
fused to do. As regards the Chinese demand for discussion of the 
Twenty One Demand Treaty, it is reported that they pointed out 
that while hitherto they have iailed to obtain: discussion, China 
has-thus effectually reserved freedom of action hereanent at some 
{uture conference. . : 


Tariff Revision. 

The increase of China’s tariff rate is expected to swell income 
by forty-six million dollars. The Chinese delegates, however, ex.

DESTITUTE EMIGRANTS. 


“The story which we were enabled to publish yesterday 
regarding stranded Chinese who are seeking immigration 
into the various countries of South America raises @ very 
important point. The facts may be summarised as fol- 
Jows :—Two boats, the as. New China and thes.s. Hwab 
Ping,’ recently left Hongkong full of emigrants. There 
was some question over the signing of the papers and 
passports because the signature of the Canton Government 
officials could not be recognised. But the boats pot away 
and- ‘the -ine! -Comsulbs—had—riseed the-papers.——W- hen -the! 
oats arrived on the other side-of Pacific. right of landing 
was denied the hundreds of passengers: the New Ching has 
been lying at Salina Cruz for weeks and those on board 
are in a destitute condition. Considerable bardship has 
been inflicted on innocent people, who spent a goodly 
sum of money in order to emigrate. So serious has their 

ition become that the Hongkong Chinese Chainber of 

oromerve has taken the matter up with the local Govern- 
ment, which in its turn is communicating with the coun- 
tries concerned throngh the Floeme Government for definite 
information regarding the requirements of the immigra- 
tion laws. Wecan only hope tbat such step will be pro- 
ductive of the information sought ‘and that, in the mean- 
time those who were responsible for the sailing of the 
vessels will make themselves responsible also for tbe wel- 
fare of the unfortunate Chinese. ; 
, We cannot help thinking that there is something ter: 
ribly lax when it is possible for passports to be signed and 
. saitag papers issued which subseruently prove to be worth- 
Jess-Surely-Consuls-in-China_mustbe-acquainted-with-tbe 
jmmigration laws of their own countries and ought to re- 
froin from signing anything which does not clearly give a 
person 2 right of landing. What is a passport other- 
wise ? It becomes a scrap of worthless paper and the 
cause of loss and disappointment. If the countries of 
' South “America have decided that there is enough 
Chinese labonr there already and that no more can 
allowed ashore, then these boats should never have been 
rmitted to sail; if the decision was made after the 
ats had sailed, then the shipping companies or -the 
Consuls, or both, should be responsible for the return 
of the coolies and the reimbursement of the expenses 
entailed. Ifthe papers signed by the Canton Government 
will not be accepted by the authorities across the Pacific 
_ they should never have been accepted’ here. Whatever is 
the cause of the present deplorable-hitch. or whoever is at 
fault, the cost of it should not be ajlowed to rest upon the 
anfortunate Chinese workers who acted in good faith and, 
ina great many cases, sold all they bad in order to pay for 
their passages. Common justice demands that they should 
cbe'treated otherwise than they have been.” 
* ‘Phe grea} need is for a full understanding at this 
‘gnd of the requirements of the South American authorities, 
and a slavish insistence on local conformity. It should not 
‘be a difficult. matter to learn. of the regulations and it 
should; likewise, not be ‘difficult to see that they are con- 
formed to before a boat sails.

Governmangt have epproved the .

Standard’ Oit Company, the 
American isterests have intimat.

According to the information 
received in this country, the 
Northern services involved in the 
concession. are those of Azerbai- 
jin, Chilan, <Astrabad.

harmony with the Treaty made 
between Russian and Persign 
authorities. British Government 
interesta io the Anglo-Persian

for some years American oilin-' 
terests have been endeavouring 
toobtsin the remaining Persian 
concession in the north.

SCOPE OF TEN POINTS. 

In view of their general

As several correspondents 
report their, conversations witb 
advisors to the Chinese delega- 
tion, the first point advanced in 
the proposals means thet China 
does not consider. her territory to 
be bounded by the Great Wall, 
but to include Shentong, 
Mongolia, Manchuria and Thibet. 
The secretary of the delegation 
explains that tte Chinese 
sovereignty and economic control 
delegates will insist-on both of 
these regions; “we are nat going 
to be Koreanized.” The words 
“without exception,” in speaking 
of the Open Door, are understood 


to refer to Japanesa influence ip,~ 


Manchoris. The third' point is
